'J'he evidence, both direct and circum- 
stantial, waa given alinoat entirely by 
detectives. They deposed that they 
followed Nornian from the dynamite 
factory in Birmingham to his hotel in 
this city, 'i'lioy dogged his footatops on 
Wednoa(l:iy, tuid finally arrested him late 
that night. When made a prisoner he 
declared ho had no idea what the box 
contained; yet in his pockota were keys 
which exactly fitted tho box. The de- 
tectives alao foiind 'on^hiin a five-pound 
note with the alainp of Miiroh 10 printed 
thereon. Among other articles taken 
from him wa.s a map of London and an 
onvelopo addresaod to Gallagher, Ameri- 
can Exchange nllico. Ho had in his poc- 
ket a telegram directing him to call on 
Fletcher, Oharing Cross hotel. Fletcher 
is tho peraon 'who, according to Norinan, 
engaged him to'carry tlio dynamite box 
taken from him. 

LoNDO.N, .April (i. — The four men ar- 
rested in this city within the past forty- 
eight hours on suspicion of being concern- 
ed in ■ptbt.'j to blow up government luiild- 
ings, were arraigned in Bow Street court 
this morning. Justice. Ingram, who pre- 
sided, informed them they wero brought 
to tho bar on tho charge of having in 
their posacsaion explosives with intent to 
use tho same for felon ioua purposes. Tho 
statute provides that persons convicted of 
this crime shall bo liable for punishnioiit 
iiir two years at hard labor. Tlio prison- 
ers were put down on the charge sheet as 
Norinan, aged 2'J; (!a!laghor, 2!); Wilson, 
22; Dalton, .'!0. Dalton ia also known 
by the alia.s of .Juiin O'Connor. When 
the prisoners marched into the dock a 
stalwart policeman, waa stationed . behind 
each. They are all intelligent men, well 
dressed and havo every appearance of 
being not only respectablo but educated. 

Ill regard to Wilson and Gallagher, tho 
evidence of the policemen who arrested 
them \vaa not leas convincing. They de- 
posed when they inquired of W'ilson what 
he had in his portmanteau, he curtly re-^ 
plied : "You had better look." They ex- 
ainined it and fiuind rubber liags contain- 
ing the licniids already doaoribed. Gal- 
lagher denied all knowledge of those baga 
or their contents. Although Gallagher 
waa arreated in Nelaoii .Square he gavo 
hia address as Charing Cross hotel. It 
waa rumarkodfat this point in tho pro- 
ceedings tho clue to Gallagher's connec- 
tion with Norman waa that the envelop 
found on Nornian was addreasod to Gal- 
lagher, and Fletclier's dispatch to Nor- 
inan asked him to call at tho place which 
Gallagher claimed as his vosidonce. The 
police stated further they found at Gal- 
lagher's rooms rubber bags like tlioio in 
tho portmanteau, beaidea a quantity of 
money and a letter of credit for St),000, 
dated New York, March i;Uli. Gallagh- 
er hero interposed with the remark tlwit 
the much talked of liquid was hydrate 
chloral. If rubber baga were' explosive 
that was indeed a now discovery.

Norman's counsel, Wni. T). Smytlio — 
the other prisoners having no legal advis- 
ors, except as ho acted incidentally for 
them— made little coinineiit on tho testi- 
mony, and confined hi.s remarks to an ur- 
gent appeal on the question of bail, which 
^e^aiiktid'to'b^'Bllowed for hia client. He 
said Norman had been in tho country only 
about a week. Judge Ingham refused to 
grant tho request of Gallagher and Nor- 
man, that tlioir money bo restored to 
them, and closing tho preliminary exam- 
ination aaid ho would remand tliein until 
TluirBdaj' witiiout bail. Additional pro- 
|cautiona wilt be taken to gualrd the Bow 
street prison, and tho prisoners Norman, 
Gallagher, Wilson and Dalton were caro- 
fully watched. 

It will be held that Norman waa in en- 
tire ignorance of tho fact that tho box 
contained terrible explosives. It is al- 
leged by parties who claim to have some 
knowledge of Norman tboit be is of res- 
pectable, birth and education, and came 
to Fngland expecting to find employment. 

No arrests made in London except the 
four reported yesterday. 

Gi.ASfiow, April C. — -Tho atatement ia 
made that tho arrests at Liverpool fur- 
nished the poUc.e withj^.clue to, the cause 
of the recent ^nlimpu infQlas^ow; ''^ }Ao- 
cording to the^iafosC inforriiatiiin it was 
intended that these exploaions should bo 
on a comprehensive scale. Tho plot in- 
cluded the destruction of the canal and 
viaduct, and they wore partially auccesa- 
ful., Several detectives have started for 
Liverpool to work out the evidence.

MORE DYNAMITE TUULS. 

Cork, .April 0. — Carmody, O'Herlihy 
and Foathorstone, the men arrested on a 
charge of being dynamite carriers, had a 
ru-oxaininalion to-day, conducted with tho 
utmoat privacy. They wore further ro- 
manded for a week, butjjjail was refused. 
Foathorstone created a aensation by de- 
claring tliat^fbr^himself ho was a citizen 
of the United States, and that ho had 
placed himself and hia case '-in the handa 
of the United States consul. He expected 
thrpughithat J offioial,i.re^dres8 for the in- 
dignity 'neaped upoii" him'.' 

THE ACT OK A FOOL. 

Ro.MK, .A.pril G. — An explosion of a 
powder depot occurred at Jloricane, a 
amall village just out of Pasao Corez. 
Two liundrodweiglil of j>owder, to bo used 
in blu.Hting preliminary to the construc- 
tion of an aqueduct, was stored iu the cel- 
lar of a tenement in which sixty work - 
men had quarters. Ono of those mon, 
having occasion to go into tho cellar, 
lighted a match and, as it was burning 
out, throw it down. A terrific explosion 
followed. Tho whole houae waa blow-n 
into the air. Tho concussion broke all 
tho windows, in the neighborhood. Only 
a fevT'pelSoiis in the liouae at tho time 
escaped, with their lives. All were badly 
mangled,

Mr. Dunamuir said the bill was not 
worth the paper it was written on; it was 
interfering with trade, which is unconsti- 
tutional. Besides,. t.he, company would 
sell to another persbn-and ■ that por.son 
would sell to Chinese. 
. Mr. Qalbraith said it was playing with 
the Chinese question. Chinese buy land 
from the government, get licenses to 
mine and get their crown grants, and yet 
we say the company cannot do so. 

Mr. Pooley did not approve of the res- 
olution any more than of the other. 

Mr. Wilson, in a very gooil speech, said 
the motion was utterly useless. ^\'e 
might as well legislate against private 
families engaging a Chinese cook. Wo 
are trying to prevent a private uorpora- 
tion from doing what we ourselve.i are 
doing every day. 

Mr. Galbraitli said the hon. member for 
Yale was hardly justified in saying the 
hon. member for liillooet had been pl;vy- 
ing with the house on the previous mo- 
tion. It was common practice to elicit 
tha fooling of the house and then to with- 
draw it. He remembered the hon. min- 
ister of finance moving a resolution and 
after speaking in favor of it for two hours, 
w.as not allowed te withdraw it and voted 
against his own resolution. 

Mr. Beaven would vote f(>r the amend- 
ment. 

Messrs. Armstrong and Duck would 
vote for the motion if they could see that 
it would do any good in g&tting rid of the 
Chinese . The Tatter gentleman said it 
was like a man killing his friend to got at 
his enemy and he was not going to be 
bamboozled by any such amendment. The 
amendment was lost. 

13 to 8— Noes— Drake, Allen, Ray- 
bould, Cowan, John, McTavishi'Orr and 
Beaven. 

Mr. Cowan moved the insertion of a 
clause to prevent the company fronulivert- 
ing trattic to or connecting with the 
Northern Pacific or other railways in the 
United States.

open the door. Ho then took her by the 
ihruat anil lliroalened iier. Ho thou 
threw her to the ground, .\fter that she 
went lionii' to her parents. .Std)sequontly 
she found out that her husband had sold 
up the furniture, and she had not seen 
him since. Ho was always a good deal 
away from homo. He was generally 
8leo[)iiig out Tliur.sd.ays, stating that he 
had stayed with .Mr. tlwen, a fellow 
oliM'k . .Nfr. Morgan, a solicitor, corrobo- 
rateil the cruelty. On one occasion he 
was knocked up at two o'clock in Ihe 
inori\ing by the jn'titioner, who at the 
time had her iiighti.lrosa on and a dress- 
ing gown thrown over it. She was in- 
teiisoly agitated, and begged to be lot in, 
as she was afraid of her husband. Wit- 
ness went to the house and reinonstriited 
with 'the trespbndent, who waa a man of 
moat violent temper. A messenger em- 
ployed at the bi m'c in quesiioii gave evi- 
dence to the etlect that the respondent 
was frequently with Miss Teiss, who 
formerly kept n coiifectlonory shop op- 
posite. He and aouie of the clerks had 
seen them togethor under, auspicious^cir- 
cuinatancoaV; -Farther evidence v^as given 
that Mr. Rushton 'and Miss Toisa' were 
conatantlv togethor at the Crystal Palace, 
she being in the habit of singing in the 
choir there, aiuX that they lived together 
at Croydon. His lordahip granted a de- 
cree nisi, with c'oata, and cU8t(>dy of the 
children.

The Soocecay Bill. 

A public meeting was convenod at the 
citj^ j^Eall >JSgt iOViSning to consider thu 
TvootoDTay^bin.- 

Mr. Allen, M. P. P., moved tho mayor 
into the chair anil his worshi[) bespokij 
for allapeiikurs an impartial hearing. 

Mr. T. Russell was ielocted aecretary. 

Each speaker waa limited- to fifteen 
minutes. 

The chairman called on Mr. Allen, M. 
P. P., to address the meeting. 

Mr. Allen attacked tho bill ,hs danger- 
ous and unprecodentsd. Tho bill had 
boon amended and altered until it did not 
resemble tho bill as at first introduced at 
all. Tho promotara had failed to con- 
vince any unbiased person that they 
meant to. 4o anything. The bill always 
said tho company mai/ do; and it always 
said tho government must. Tho promot- 
ers of tho bill thought we were a set of 
hoodlums (oh, oh,) when they first came 
here. The mines of Kootenay were rich. 
The original discoverer's claim was jump- 
ed by promoters of this bill while he was 
awtiy to get medicine. Those mines were 
worth §50,000,000 at least. If the cream 
of tho country was to bo given away, give 
it to tho men who had spout llioir lives 
hero (applause). Tho government agent 
at Kootenay had acted as the agent for 
those capitalists. 

Mr. Allen retired amid applause. 

Mr. Beaven was next called on; but 
wanted to hear some of the orit^inators of 
tho meeting before he spoke. 

Mr. Todd moved to hoar those who op- 
posed the bill first. Carried. 

Many names were calhxl but for a long 
time iio one r;:sp>,u-.ii-u. \l last Mr. 
Theo Davie, who was vociferuu.ily cheer- 
ed, took the stand. Ho said it was high- 
ly desirable that the [)eoplo should be in - 
formed as to this bill and he urged upon 
tho meeting to insist on .Mr. Beaven, as 
senior member, being heard. 

.\ voice — .\re the promolora of this 
meetin.' afraid to speak \ 

Mr. Beaven again came forward. He 
said the original bill had been greatly mo- 
dified, and with ono or two exceptions it 
was in a satisfactory state. The cry had 
always been for capital to help develop 
our resources. Kootenay was isolated. 
Its trade went tcp tho American territory. 
Valuable load mines had boon found there 
If wo were not careful the trade of those 
mines would go to swell tho earnings of 
the N.P. R.li. What particular benefit 
would that be to British Columbians? 
There waa a groat probability of the Can- 
adian Pacific railroad coming through 
Kicking Horse Pass. It waa to got this 
trade into British Colmiibia that the rail- 
way of Ainsworth & Co. was to bo built 
and the line of steamers run. Without 
that scheme the mines would bo of no va- 
lue to the province. Ho asked if he would 
bo worthy of their confidence if he oppos- 
ed this scheme I He did not think the 
land grant too large. (.\pplauae. ) He 
had never yot heard a good argument why 
this bill should not be pasaed. (Cries of 
" Time/kand a'pplaiiBe,) v ■■ ; 

Mr. Theo. Davlb "said that 'altliough 
differing with the speaker who had pre- 
coded him, on some points he was in ac- 
cord. The lead deposits of Kooteu.ay are 
bolioved to be rich; but they arc undevel- 
oped. Ho knew very little of Kootenay. 
Tim promoters of this bill asked a very 
important franchise. If tho project wore 
carried out it might be of great advantage 
to the country. The bill originally asked 
too much. It had boon before the house 
many days and there was a general dis- 
position on tho part of the members to 
remodel and improve the bill. The com- 
pany asked for 1 , 500,000 acres. They got 
750,000 acres. Tlu-y asked for precious 
metals. They got none and free minors 
can go on tho land and work tho mines. 
Mr. Smitho and Mr. Drake had been in - 
strumental in improving the bill. With 
the development of theco,iintry ho waa in 
favor; but he was determined, so far aa 
he could, to see that the public intereata 
were conserved. (Ohoera.) He would 
not begrudge the promoters the money 
they might make out of this scheme, ho 
long as the general interests of tho coun- 
try wore protected. The bill in its first 
shape was outrageous; but ho was satis- 
fied that as safoguard.s wore introduced 
the hill would become a tolerably good 
Olio. Ill conclusion he said" the govern- 
ment would allow no bill to becomo law 
in this province that would be disaotrous 
toil. ( Loud cheers.) 

INIr. Orr came forward amid loud cheers, 
He said tho bill at first waa a groat enor- 
mity. It hi»d been shorn of some of its 
objectionable features; but it was still not 
one that should be passed by tho legisla- 
ture. (Applause.) Ho knew tho coun- 
try well and deaeribed it aa ono of the 
richest aectirnsin British Columbia. Tho 
promoters of the scheme had taken up 
land that belonged to the ori^'inal dis- 
coverers. The railway would not bi'iiefit 
this part of the country to tho value of a 
match. ( ApplauBo.) They l^ropose(l to 
build a wagon road through Eagle Pass, 
and they wanted 60,000 acres of land for 
doing it. For the construction of a lino 
of railroad -15 miles long they wanted 
700,000 acres of land in perpetuity. The 
chances were that the 0. P. R. 11. would 
never come over that range of mountains; 
but if it did that company would build its 
own lino to eonnect with Columbia lakes. 
The promoters of this bill asked for a 
land subsidy for putting a steamboat on a 
navigable river, '.rhe men who aakod 
these priviloL'os required to be well look- 
ed after. (Cheers.) He intended, if he 
could, to improve the bill still further. 
There waa not a single clause in the bill 
that bound the company to anything. He 
believed these gentlemen wanted to get 
tho franchise, place it on the market and 
that would bo the last the country would 
see of them. (Cheors.) 

Mr. C. Booth said if he w^ro in the 
house he would endeavor to put it in sucli 
a shape that it would bo just to tho pro- 
motors and to tho country. (Gheera. ) 

Mr. .\llen moved that this meeting is 
of opinion that the amount of land asked 
by the promoters of tho Kootenay Rail- 
way and Transportation Co.'s bill is ex- 
cessive and would recommend that said 
bill be laid over until the meeting of tho 
legislature next year; and would farther 
request that tho government in no way 
dispose of the lands along the Kootenay 
Lake e.\cept in strict accordance with the 
mining act now in force. 

Mr. Carey Seconded. 
Major Downio, who w-as roceivetl with 
much applause, said he was opposed to 
tho bill. He called on the legislature to 
consider well what they were abouj. The 
Chiuoae evil was the groat cur.sD. 

Mr. T. B. Humphreys, who waa very 
well received, said he knew of no similar 
proposition to this on the continent. He 
had always been in favor of capital be- 
ing brought into this oountqr. Foreign 
capital had done wonders for California; 
but aomo of tho features of this bill were 
unpleasant. Tho amount of land asked 
waa loo largo. The bill could be put in a 
good shape and those gentlemen should 
be required toaccept safeguards. Mr.Caroy 
eaid IMr. Orr had givou them an cxcellcut 
idea of the bill wnioh proposed to give 
away 120O aquare milea of Kootenay lor 



45 miles ofniU^j. The bill was per- 
missive M^KoSSho company Avaa con- 
cerned, bufit" waa obligatory whun the 
yoveriiineiit came in. lie called on the 
people t'l instruct tiieir roprusentatives to 
vote against this measure. 

Mr, ^odd moved in amendment thai 
inasmuch as tho bill now before tho house 
is in an incomploto state and having confi- 
dence in our legislature doing what ia right 
in the proiniaos, wo therefore deem it 
would bo premature for this meeting to 
pronounce for or against tho scheme until 
such time aa tho bill is complete. 

The mover supported the amondinctit in 
a few furciblii remarks. 

Mr. Robert Ward seconded tho amend- 
ment. 

The amendment was lost and the origi- 
nal resolution carried. 

Meeting adjourned till Monday evening 
at 7A o'clock.
